It  takes  about  two  years  for  Japanese  Iris  to  become  firmly  established  and 
if  they  fail  to  flower  the  first  season  after  transplanting,  there’s  no  cause  for 
alarm.  They  may  be  successfully  transplanted  in  early  spring  as  well  as  in  the 
fall.
